John H. Davis, executive secre­ 
tary of the National Council of 
Farm er Cooperatives, said such a 
development is quite likely if farm 
production 
continues 
at 
current 
high levels. 
A 
recent Agriculture 
Depart­ 
ment 
report 
showed 
that 
farm 
prices reached a record level in 
m id-January. 
However, 
some 
farm products— particularly hogs 
and 
grains— have declined since 
that time. 
Scare Buying. 
D avis said much of the increase 
in food prices since the start of 
the Korean W ar could be attrib­ 
uted to “ scare” buying and stock­ 
piling by housewives, retailers and 
others fearing possible shortages. 
In a speech prepared for a lunch­ 
eon 
conference 
of 
agricultural 
writers, Davis said there is already 
evidence that heavier than nor­ 
mal buying is beginning to dis­ 
appear. 
Storing of large quanti­ 
ties of meat in deep freeze and 
loekt r units,'he said, has played 
a big role in sending live stock 
and meat prices to record levels, 
D avis’ view was given in connec­ 
tion 
with a 
farm-organization 
statement condemning suggestions 
that the government use subsidies 
to hold down food prices. 
Sign­ 
ing the statement were the A m eri­ 
can Farm Bureau Federation, the 
National 
Grange, 
the 
National 
Council 
of Farm er Cooperative: 
and the National M ilk Producers 
Federation. 
A fifth farm group, the National 
Farm ers Union, said in the state­ 
ment that it favored a system of 
“ incentive payments” to farmers 
to get 
increased 
production of 
products now short of demand. 
D avis said no formal statement 
has come from responsible gov­ 
ernment officials or agencies ad­ 
vocating food subsidies. 
But he 
predicted the administration will 
come forward with such a pro­ 
posal in connection with legisla­

The present price control 
law expires Ju n e 30.

There is “ no sound reason” 
w hy the government should pay a 
part of the food bill of every A m er­ 
ican fam ily.

Unless he delivers an important

Stabilization O ffice— or unless you 
go and pick up the notice yourselt , 
— you may have to shut up shop. 1 
T hat’s the practical effect of a 
provision in the new Ceiling Price 
Regulation No. 7 made public yes- j 
terday. 
The 
regulation 
covers ! 
some 233.00 storekeepers who sell 
clothing, 
shoes, 
housewares 
and 
furniture, textiles and general de­ 
partment store merchandise. 
Price Chart Must Be Filed. 
The order specifies that every 
retailer covered by it must make 
out a complicated pricing chart 
and file it with the Office of Price 
Stabilization by March 29. 
This is what Section 12 of the 
order— “ Failure to File Charts” — 
has to say: 
“ On and after M arch 29, 1951, 
you may not offer, sell, or deliver 
any article covered by this regula­ 
tion 
unless you 
have filed 
the 
cha rt described a bo v e. 
On a nd 


after A pril 28, 1951, you may not 
offer, sell or deliver any article 
covered by this regulation until 
you have received from the O. P. 
S. an acknowledgement of the fil­ 
ing of yo*r chart.” 
Unless you can prove by Satu r­ 
day, A pril 28. that your district 
price controller has received your 
pricing chart, you can’t do busi­ 
ness thereafter. 
The burden of 
proof rests on you, the storekeeper 
— not on the Government. 
An in­ 
voluntary slip on the part of some­ 
one in your district price control 
office might put you out of busi­ 
ness for a while. 
Busy Day for O PS. 
O. P. S. men put in a busy day 
yesterday answering queries about 
this and other sections of the new 
34,000-word retail 
pricing order 
which is supposed to take effect 
M arch 29. 
One immediate query about the 
price charts was this: "Suppose I 
send in my chart by mail and get 
acknowledgement that it has been 
received. 
Does that constitute of­ 
ficial approval of the chart?” 
O. P. S. authorities said, “ No” . 
Presum ably the district price con­ 
trol offices can take their time 


scanning the detailed figures on 
j the price charts. 
Their first task 
j w ill be to make sure the charts are 
filed on schedule and to let re­ 
ta ilo rs know the charts have been 
I received. 
Another question: “ If I send in

The price controllers reply, “ Not 
necessarily.”

O. P. S. specialists think the 
whole business of chart-filing w ill 
be sim plified if storekeepers make 
use of a prescribed O. P. S. form 
(O. P. S.-P. F.-No. 3, available at 
district offices).

M ayor Jo e Cravens stated the 
views of the aldermen when he 
said that if all the land contained 
in the lease was deeded to the 
board it would eliminate one of 
the few industrial sites the city 
lias to offer should any new fac­ 
tory be considered for Sikeston. 
Present Boundaries. 
He also pointed out 
that the 
present lease boundaries could also 
stop any later move to expand the 
warehouse at the airport in case 
a need for expansion ever arose. 
Several of the couneilmen shar­ 
ed his opinion that only the land 
west of the proposed rail spur 
should be deeded to the school 
board. 
Another point of view as ex­ 
pressed in the meeting would not 
deed any of the property to the 
school board. 
Further Comment. 
In further commenting on the 
situation, M ayor Cravens said that 
if he felt that the present Airport 
School site was a good one for a 
permanent location or if there were 
permanent 
buildings 
there 
he 
would never have asked for the 
spur across what is now part of 
the school grounds. 
However, he continued, records 
in the city hall show that the school 
was considered from the first to 
be of a temporary nature. 
Going on, he said: “ For years 
now Sikeston as a whole has not 
faced squarely the fact that it is 
rapidly approaching 
the 
point 
where it must have new schools. 
Now we know that we must have 
them but I don’t think the A ir­ 
port school is the answer to the 
problem.” 
In further 
discussion, it

brought out one school board mem­ 
ber had

board 
wanted to retain control of the 
property so that it might be sold 
later as an industrial site. 
Investment Return. 
He said this action would allow 
the board to get back some of the 
money it had spent in setting up 
the Airport school.

Vodril K irb y quickly erased that 
possibility. 
In their recent trip 
to Washington to appear before the 
C ivil Aeronautics Authority they 
found that C A A officials would

The mayor said that the C A A 
jsaid it would permit a factory to 
earn such property over a period 
of years but would not knowingly 
release land that was to be sold 
outright. 
No Final Action. 
Despite all the discussion on the 
situation the council did not take 
any final action on the proposition. 
It is expected that the council 
will make a final move on the

M ayor Cravens returns from a trip 
to California to confer with M is­ 
sion Appliance 
officials at 
the 
plant there. 
He left this morning by private 
plane for the west coast. M ayor 
Cravens, a World W ar II pilot, 
is flying the plane for two Sikes­ 
ton men who are making a busi­ 
ness trip to the coast. 
W hile discussing the proposed 
plant here last night, the mayor 
revealed that the Mission 
com­ 
pany has produced its test shell 
cases for the Navy.

Prices received by farm ­ 
ers for cotton in 
m id-February 
averaved 41.75 cents per pound, or 
126 percent of parity against 125 
per cent in Jan u ary and 92 per cent 
a year ago.

m id-January. 
However,

farm products— particularly hogs 
and grains— have declined since 
that time. 
Scare Buying. 
Davis said much of the increase 
in food prices since the start of 
the Korean W ar could be attrib­ 
uted to “ scare” buying and stock­ 
piling by housewives, retailers and 
others fearing possible shortages. 
In a speech prepared for a lunch­ 
eon 
conference 
of 
agricultural 
writers, Davis said there is already 
evidence that heavier than nor­ 
mal buying is beginning to dis­ 
appear. 
Storing of large quanti­ 
ties of meat in deep freeze and 
locker units, he said, has played 
a big role in sending live stock 
and meat prices to record levels. 
D avis’ view was given in connec­ 
tion 
with a 
farm-organization 
statement condemning suggestions 
that the government use subsidies 
to hold down food prices.

A bill to give Missouri a work­ 
able drivers’ license has come out 
of the House judiciary committee 
in the Legislature. It it is passed in 
essentially this form the state can 
at least m ake a start on the control 
of reckless or incompetent driver;. 
The imm ediate concern of Kan­ 
sas City and other cities is the 


j power ui municipal judges to sus- 
! pend licenses. A new state law 
| would require the cities to relin ­ 
quish their own licenses. In return 
11 heir»courts must be given the pow - 
| or to act undei state law. As the 
j bill is now written the municipal 
judges would retain the authority 
J to suspend state licenses for use 
j inside the city limits. Unless there 
some later change in the provis­ 
ions we assume Kansas City will 
give it all-out support.

Under this plan the chief en- 
- forcement officer would 
be the 
state supervisor of motor vehicle 
registration. He would have the top 
power to revoke licenses, subject 
only to the usual right of appeal 
to th*. circuit courts.

With schoolboys and girls back 
in 
the classrooms, the question 
“Was there a real ‘Evangeline’?” is 
being asked again. 
It so happens that the real life 
prototype of Longfellow’s great 
character w-as born 195 years ago 
in the initial month of the present 
school term. In September, 1775, 
G rand Pre, Nova Scotia, better 
known as Acadia, was the scene of 
the explosion of French peasants 
by the British. The lovers immor­ 
talized as Evangeline and Gabriel 
were among those deported. 
Their ancestors had arrived with 
the first permanent French settlers 
in the new world in 1604. Tw’o 
ships, with 150 persons of all ranks 
aboard, anchored in a natural h ar­ 
bor on the north shore of Nova 
Scotia, or Acadie, as it was then 
known on French maps. Samuel de 
Champlain was among the com­ 
pany. 
He called 
the settlement 
Port Royal. It now is known as the 
Evangeline country and is visited 
by thousands of tourists annually. 
Despite almost continual w ar­ 
fare between the French and Eng- 
| lish the following 150 years the 
Acadians prospered. Later other 
•French 
settlers 
from 
Brittany, 
Touraine and Normandy came to 
the colony. 


French Retained Cape Breton 


The peninsula, where most of the 
Acadians lived, can almost be call­ 
ed an island. Except for Cape Bre­ 
ton, a small island at the north­ 
east end, Nova Scotia had been 
surrendered 
to 
England 
at 
the 
peace of Utrecht in 1713. France 
immediately erected a powerful 
fortress on Cape Breton and re­ 
named it Louisburg. It soon proved 
a sore spot for the British. 
Louisburg was captured by New 
England troops under Peperall and 
Ian English fleet in 1745, but was 
restored to the French in 1747. In 
i the succeeding years conditions in 
I Acadia grew worse. French pro- 
I pagandists, 
the 
British 
feared, 
w ere alienating the French subjects 
of the British king and the author­ 
ities dem anded that the Acadians 
take an oath of allegiance. Any 
that refused must leave the coun­ 
try for the adjoining French ter­ 
ritory of Canada. 
One message declining to take 
the oath was sent to the council 
of Halifax, while others went to 
the lieutenant-governor of Nova 
Scotia, Charles Lawrence, tem por­ 
arily in office while the lords of 
trade in London acted on the resig­ 
nation of his predecessor, Peregrine 
Hopson, who held the title of gov­ 
ernor. 
Lawrence was bitter with Aca­ 
dians for their refusal. 
“I am determined to bring the 
inhabitants to a compliance or rid 
the province of such perfidious 
subjects,” 
Lawrence 
wrote 
the 
lords of trade. Holding neither a 
commission as governor nor in ­ 
structions from his superiors how 
to act, Lawrence asked the chief 
justice of Nova Scotia, Jonathan 
Belcher, for an opinion. He wanted 
to brace himself with some legal 
footing for the drastic action that 
was to follow. 


Not British Home Policy 


The chief justice's “opinion” was 
all that Lawrence could desire, 
i However, Lawrence, Belcher, and 
the Halifax council acted contrary 
I to the policy of the home govern- 
I ment. Lawrence previously had 
j been cautioned not to “create a dif- 
! fidence in 
the Acadians’ minds 
j which might induce them to quit 
the province.” 
On Septem ber 2, 1775 Col. John 
I Winslow, 
under 
instructions 
of 
I Lawrence, issued a proclamation 
informing the people of Grand Pre 


that the lieutenant-governor had 
a 
communication 
to 
impart 
to 
them. The men were ordered to ap­ 
pear in the church at Grand Pre 
at 3 o’clock in the afternoon of 
Friday, September 5. 
Far from a pious setting greeted 
the men as they entered the church 
many had attended since childhood. 
There stood 
grim-faced soldiers 
with glistening bayonets and red 
coats guarding the door. In the 
middle of the church was a table 
with more soldjers grouped around 
it. 
As Colonel Winslow entered, at­ 
tended by his staff, a deep silence 
fell upon those present. His ad­ 
dress, delivered in English, im­ 
mediately afterw ard w’as interpret­ 
ed in French. 
“That your lands and tenements, 
cattle of all kinds and livestock of 
all sorts,” he declared, “are for­ 
feited to the crown with all your 
other effects, saving your money 
and household goods, and that you 
yourselves are to be removed from 
this, his m ajesty’s province.” 
A delegation of twenty was sent 
to inform the families of the m el­ 
ancholy news. The rest were held 
prisoners and told to prepare for 
the march to the boats. 
Before the bayonets of the sol­ 
diers the men were herded to the 
dock. And it was this very day 
that the nuptials of “ Evangeline” 
and “G abriel” were to have been 
celebrated. They were parted. Pas­ 
sengers from one of the ships were 
permitted to disembark on the 
Maine coast, while others wer»' 
scattered as far down as Louisiana. 
French territory, to which most of 
the 
Acadians 
eventually 
found 
their way. Here they settled and a 
new Acadia was formed. 
Longfellow’s own account of how 
he came to write “Evangeline” is 
interesting. He said: 
“Hawthorne and Charles Sum ­ 
ner were dining with me. H aw ­ 
thorne told us he was interested in 
the story of the exile of the Acad­ 
ians. He had read of it in Hali- 
burton’s history, and a near rela­ 
tive of Ilaliburton had told him of 
two lovers who had been separated j 
as they w’ere put aboard the ships. 
They 
were 
landed 
in 
different 
places in the United States, and all 
their future lives they wandered, 
searching for each other. Often 
one would come to where the other 
had been the day before, and they 
heard of each other many times, 


but they never found each other 
until they were old and he was on 
his death bed. 


Emotion Overcame Hawthorne 
"H aw thorne wanted to make a 
novel of the story, but whenever 
he attempted to write it he was 
moved to such deep emotion that 
his tears stopped him. The story 
took possession of my imagination 
and I thought much of it, and grad­ 
ually the poem framed itself in my 
mind. Then I asked Hawthorne if 
he was willing that I should make 
the story the subject of a poem. He 
gladly consented.” 
The poem is accurate in all but 
names. Evangeline was Emmeline 
Leibieche, and the name of her 
lover was not Gabriel but Louis 
Arceneaux. It is true they were 
separated in getting aboard the 
ships; they were landed in different 
places, and she hunted for years for 
him 
and 
finally 
found 
him 
in
